Mr. Coolidge took the edge off the 
farm relief legislation he proposed 
by making the statement that the 
farm bill should provide for raising 
the money required for the revolving 
fund ‘‘by loans or. otherwise,’ as, he 
added, “th ‘Treasury has no sur- 
plus.” This suggestion of having the 
government issue bonds to finance a 
program whose predicted effect 
would be to increase the cost of food 
opens up the probability of strenuous 
opposition to an agricultura] relief 
plan of that character. .

LAYS KELLOGG PACT 


Coolidge; in Message, Expresses

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The Kel- 
logg-Briand anti-war pact was sub- 
mitted to the Senate today by Pres 
ident Coolidge, accompanied by a 
special message in which he. de- 
clared he would be pleased to have 
the Senate act on the’ treaty at this 
session so as to enable the United 
States to ratify it before his term of 
office ended'on March 4. The treaty 
and the accompanying message’ were 
referred .o the Foreign Relations 
Committee,. which will meet tomor- 
row to consider them. 

Senator Borah, chairman of .the 
committee, hopes and believes the 
treaty will be before the committee 
only a comparatively short time and 
that it will be reported virtually un- 
changed by Christmas. 

Senators Moses and Johnson, who 
rank just below Senator Borah on 
the Republican side of the commit- 
tee, insist that American interests 
shall be carefully safeguarded and 
that signing of the treaty shall not, 
as they put it, place this country 
in any embarrassing position. 

So far there have been no intima- 
tions of reservations to the treaty, 
except possible qualifications that 
the Monroe Doctrine shall not be af- 
fected and that Europe must not 
construe .American adherence to 
mean that the United States will 
support the European status quo by 
force, of arms. Such reservations 
were suggested in a recent statement 
made by Dr. Hiram Evans, Impe- 
tial Wizard of the Ku Klux Klan. 
Today there were indications that 
they will be offered on .the. Senate 
floor.

RETIRED PRELATE ACTIVE. 


Baron Davidson’s Busy Life at Lam-

LONDON, Dec. 4 (%).—One of the 
busiest men who ever held the 
 ongy A of all England was the Most 
ev. Randall Thomas Davidson, the 
retiring Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Although 80 years old, he keptu p 
his activities to the end of his tenure 
of the exalted office. 
Now he is Baron Davidson of Lam- 
beth, the title coming from Lambeth 
Palace, the London residence for 
seven centuries of the Archbishops 
of Canterbury. As Baron Davidson 
he will enjoy several distinctions.

From the Eleanor Bolling, which 
of course is not Suitable to go 
through the pack so early in the 
year, it is possible for the City of 
New York to get full bunkers and 
also a deckload before the Eleanor 
Bolling returns to Dunedin. . Then, 
after getting through the pack, the 
City of New York can sail to the 
barrier and arrive there with nearly 
full coal bunkers. 

The Eleanor Bolling will bring the 
other planes, and fuel, houses and 
food, on her first trip’ through the 
ice, which will begin late this month. 

So far the City of New York and 
the Eleanor Bolling have been aver- 
aging 170 miles a day, which is even 
better than had been expected. 


Ice-Birds Cited With Albatross. 


A suggestion of the ice ahead was 
given by little ice-birds. which were 
seen for the first time today flying 
in er itegg Se an albatross. They 
are tiny ings, white. below and 
gray on top, giving them an almost 
transparent appearance against the 
dark water. 

The birds have been our only com- 
panions so far, although some of the 
men saw a whale this morning. 

Although the weather is fair, this 
seems to be one of the most rolling 
oceans in the world and the ship is 
constantly heaving uneasily on the 
long swells. She is carrying sail as 
well as steaming, and both ships are 
making about seven knots, which is 
ve ood, considering the heavy 
lo aboard.

Craig B. Hazelwood, Bankers’ Presi- 
dent, Advises Cooperation, Pointing 
to Industry’s Depleted Profits.

CHICAGO, Dec. 4:—Appointment

oll industry in order to combat the 
constantly increasing menace of 
overproduction was recommended: by 
Axtell T. Byles, president of the 
Tidewater Associated Oil Company 
and vice president of the American 
Petroleum Institute today at the 
Hotel Stevens, where the institute iz 
meeting. 

Mr. Byles, who delivered the open- 
ing address of the general session in 
the absence of E. W. Clark, presi- 
dent of the institute, stressed the 
néed of cooperation in’ the produc- 
tion, manufacture and marketing of 
oil, warning members that the indus- 
try could. not. profit if. alternative 
periods of ovet-production and under- 
supply continued. Cooperation fram 
within or éontrol from without is 
needed, he said. 

“Sound economics must replace 
guesswork, speculation and destruc- 
tive competition,’”’ Mr. Byles declared. 
‘To accomplish this, there must be 
cooperation and coordination, not 
only locally, out. national! This 
must be done to conserve pa indis- 

ble and irreplaceable raw mate- 
rial for those who come after us.’’ 

Mr. Byles pointed out that the 
Sherman and Clayton acts, together 
with the statutes of certain States 
designed to co~e with the monopolis- 
tic abuses of a generation ago, of- 
fered several handicaps to coopera- 
tion, and said that any such move- 
ment, which might infringe upon the 
laws of the nation or any of the 
States, should not be considered with- 
out first submitting it to the Federal 
and State authorities. 

“The rationalization of this indus- 
try cannot be accomplished without 
the aid of some central coordinating 
influence,’’ he added. ‘‘Whether this 
should be an individual or a very 
small committee I do not know; but 
I do know that it must be of a char- 
acter and ty that will com- 
mand the-confidence and respect not 
only of the many interests within 
the industry but e government and 
the public as we

The 
indictments ‘charge conspiracy to 
smuggle liquor. into the United 
States. 

Among the more prominent persons 
indicted was Harry C. Hatch, chair- 
man of Gooderham &-Worts, of Tor- 
onto, and the Hiram Walker Com- 
pany of Windsor: Both: companies 
recently merged to create the largest 
distilling company in the world, were 
also nein fe in oo indictments 

Others indicted were: Herbert Cc. 
Hatch and Larry J. McGuinness, 
members of the liquor firm of Hatch 
& McGuinness, of Toronto; Edward 
T. Sandell, president of the. Taylor & 
Bate Brewery, of St. Catharines, 
Ont.; C. A. Savard of Windsor, Ont.; 
Stanley B. Sutton of Simcoe, Ont., 
and Jules Thibideau of Port Lam- 
berton, Ont. 

Twenty other men, all held to be 
identified with the liquor smuggling 


United States, were named in the in- 
dictments. 

The indictments reported today are

The last tax. re- 
duction, brought, an encouraging 
improvement in business, begin- 
ning early in October; which will 
also inerease our revenue. 

The combination of economy and 
good times now indicates a surplus 
of about $37,000,000. This is a mar- 
gin of less than 1 per cent on our 
expenditures and makes it obvious 
that the Treasury is in‘no condition 
to undertake-increases in expendi- 
tures to be made before June 30. It 
is necessary, therefore, during the 
present session to refrain from new 
appropriations for immediate out- 
lay, or if: such ‘are absolutely re- 
quired to provide for them by new 


revenue; otherwise, we shall reach 
the end of the year with the un- 
thinkable result of an unbalanced 
budget. For the first: time during 
my term of office we face that con- 
tingency. I am certain that the 
Congress would not pass and I 
should not feel warranted in ap- 
proving legislation which would in- 
volve us in that financial disgrace. 

On the whole the finances of the 

overnment are most satisfactory. 
fast year the national debt was re- 
duced about $906,000,000: The re- 
funding and retirement of the sec- 
ond and third Liberty loans have 
just: been brought to a successful 
conclusion, which will save about 
$75,000, 000' a year in interest. The 
unpaid balance has been arranged 
in maturities convenient for carry- 
ing out our permanent debt-paying

The enormous savings made have 
not been at the expense of ‘any 
legitimate public need. The govern- 
ment plant has been kept up and 
many improvements are under 
way, while’ its service. is. fully 
manned hod the general efficiency 
of operation has increased. We 
have been enabled to undertake 
matiy new enterprises. Amo 
are the adjusted compensation of 
the veterans of the. World. War, 
which is costing us $112,000 a 

ear; amortizing our aepuite to 
he civil service retirement funds, 

,000; increase . of expendi- 

tures for rivers and habors, includ- 
ing flood control, yee 000, 000; pobuc 
ear gy $47,000,000, 1928 w 
spent $50, 000,000 in the adjustment 
of war claims and alien property.

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MR. COOLIDGE’S LAST MESSAGE. 


A common misfortune of Presi- 
dential annual messages is that they 
tend to become a catch-all. Being 
that, they often seem to catch noth- 
ing. This is not true of the message 
which President COOLIDGE sent to 
Congress yesterday, though it does 
contain the usual amount of rather 
dull detail in the way of comment 
upon the needs of the various depart- 
ments of the government and upon 
routine policies, along with recom- 
mendations for legislation which 
Congress may or may not heed. But 
there are at least two salient fea- 
tures of the message to whieh in- 
terested readers will first turn. 

Foreign policy—especially the im- 
Mediate question of naval arma- 
ment—comes early in the message. 
Here the President’s tone is distinct- 
ly different from that which he 
adopted in his Armistice Day speech. 
There is no reproach or recrimina- 
tion leveled at any other govern- 
ment. The matter of enlarging our 
navy is discussed in the most peace- 
ful and matter-of-fact manner. We 
need new cruisers, because twenty- 
two of our old ones are wearing out 
and must be replaced. The Presi- 
dent says in explicit language: “* We 
“have no intention. of competing 
“ with any other country. This build- 
“ing program is for necessary re- 
“placements and to meet our needs 
“for defense.” Mr. COOLIDGE adds a 
passage which yields plain evidence 
that he was both surprised and in- 
fluenced by the many protests, from 
home and from abroad, which his 
Armistice Day address called forth. 
He now says: 

I wish to repeat again for the 
benefit of the timid and the sus- 
picious that this country is neither 
militaristic nor imperialistic. * * * 
Our largest foreign interests are in 
the British Empire, France and 
Italy. Because we are constantly 
solicitous for those: interests, I 
doubt if any one ‘would suppose 
that those countries feel that we 
harbor toward them any militaris- 
tic or imperialistic designs. As for 
smaller countries; we certainly do- 
not want any of them. _We are 
more anxious than they are to have 
their sovereignty respected. 

When such moderate and friendly 
sentiments about plans for national 
defense are taken in connection with 
what the President says about the 
Kellogg treaty, it is obvious that all 
thought of war is remote from his 
mind. He admits that the peace 
treaty does not and cannot impair 
our inalienable sovereign rights, or 
take away from Congress the power 
to decide what we ought to do if the 
treaty should ever be broken. But 
he sees in it an entirely new stand- 
ard of judgment and public opinion 
which ought to be able to “ prevent 
** governments from being forced into 
“hostile action by the temporary 
“gutbreak of international animosi- 
“ties.” Since Armistice Day the 
President has traveled far. 

The other outstanding subject 
which the President discusses is pub- 
lic finance, governmental economy 
and industrial progress. He is still 
for keeping a firm check on national 
expenditure. Already the estimates 
have been cut down, so that a pros- 
‘pective deficit of $90,000,000 at the 
end of the next fiscal year has been

More important than the question 

who shall be permitted to lease it, 
and what sort of establishment shall 
be maintained, is the fundamental 
doubt whether there should be any 
Casino at all.in the park. Such a 
place may be agreeable for the few 
who can afford to use it. That it 
might, if elaborately renovated, be 
one of the most fashionable haunts 
in the city may well be assumed. 
But the building occupies precious 
space in a park which already has 
too much of its area given over to 
other than park purposes. If it were 
eliminated and the present knoll 
which it occupies were pleasantly 
landscaped, the land could be made 
into an added attraction. Then more 
people would enjoy it than use the 
restaurant. 
The Mayor is inclined to look 
askance at suggestions that the best 
solution is to.do away with the 
Casino. But loyalty to the larger 
mass of his constituents should give 
him pause. When problems concern- 
ing buildings of any sort within the 
park are under consideration, the 
best interests of the largest number 
of people inevitably oppose new 
structures. The same process of 
reasoning, carried to its logical con- 
clusion, would infer that when one 
of the existing structures is no 
longer indispensable the best thing 
to do is to restore the space used by 
it to the park. 


VERDUN REMEMBERED. 


The English have erected . the 
Menin Gate at Ypres as a memorial 
to those who perished but had no 
grave to mark their last resting 
place. The arrival in America of 
the Bishop of Verdun and members 
of the Municipal Councilors of the 
City of Verdun calls attention to a 
memorial which is planned in spe- 
cial memory of those “who built 
“with their bodies a rampart, which 
** justified the slogan ‘ They shall not 
“ pass,’” but had no known graves. 
It had its beginning in the pious 
and patriotic labors of Abbé NOEL, 
who, when he received his discharge 
from the army after the Armistice, 
went about the fields around Verdun 
gathering the bones that still re- 
mained of the scores of thousands 
of dead who could not be buried 
because of the long-continued bom- 
bardment. It was a sorrowful yet 
& proud = glileaning. AESCHYLUS 
speaks of the slain in a battle in 
Thessaly as they who having “ stood 
“steadfast among spears, woefully 
“clad their limbs in the dust of 
“ Ossa.” The “Trench of the Bay- 
onets”’ testifies to the valor of those 
who stood steadfast.at Verdun. They 
have a heroic reputation of which 
Herculaneum cannot boast and a 
memory with which Thermopylae 
alone competes. But others stood:as 
valiantly who have had no memorial 
till now. 

That gathering of the bones of 
unknown soldiers has taken three 
hundred coffins to hold. The prophet 
EZEKIEL had but a vision of a 
valley filled with dry bones, This 
French priest lived in the midst’ of 
them, sheltering them at first ‘in 
his own shack.and.then in a small 
chapel which his neighbors built for 
him. Now they are to be carried to 
she long, low ossuary where they 
will lie on the high ridge of Douau- 


ing as their contribution to the 
monument in memory of those who 
perished in this “ sacrificial sector” 
and left no mark of their going save 
some fragment of their broken

COUNCILS OF REGENCY. 


ernment to ‘appoint a commission to 
act for the Crown during the illness 
of King Grorce rests upon a long 
line of precedents. _Where the powers 
of the Crown are resident in a single 
person, and that person is for any 
reason incapacitated, a Council of 
Regency is essential to the orderly 
processes of government. The his- 
tory, laws, customs and precedents 
of England which make up a Con- 
stitution more literal than any writ- 
ten one prescribe actually for such 
emergencies as the present. With 
the Queen and the Heir-Apparent 
there will, serve on the commission 
the Heir-Presumptive, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the Lord Chan- 
cellor and the Prime Minister—these 
representing all the estates of the 
kingdom and the empire. 

Historians are inclined to begin 
their chronicles of the English re- 
gency with the express statute made 
by HENRY VIII, providing for a coun- 
cil to serve in event. of his death 
before the majority of his son, ED- 
WARD VI, but the fact of regency 
begins long before that. When WIL- 
LIAM RUFUS ‘was hastening to Eng- 
land after his father, the Conqueror, 
had died to the tolling of the min- 
ster bells of St. Gervais, LANFRANC 
held the land in order for him, and 
largely through that prelate’s influ- 
ence WILLIAM was crowned. While 
RICHARD I was. away on the Cru- 
sades, the Bishop of Ely, WILLIAM 
of Longchamps, served for him; and 
during the youth: of Henry III the 
Barons who had won the first citadel 
of English liberty at Runnymede in- 
sisted that the Crown be entrusted 
to the: Earl of PEMBROKE. In 1751 
GEORGE II, his. eldest son dead and 
the Heir-Apparent a child in the 
cradle, provided that the Princess 
Dowager of WALES should rule the 
kingdom until the majority of GEORGE 
It, but the Parliament added a 
Council of Regency and no decision 
was official unless a majority of this 
council acceded to it. The Princess 
and council were relieved of their 
duties when the King (of the Amer- 
ican Revolutionary era) reached the 
legal age. But GrorGE IIT lived to 
gain the mournful distinction of hav- 
ing succeeded, and been succeeded 
by, a regency. For his mental dis- 
orders had reached a point by 1810 
when his eldest son, later Georce IV, 
took over the powers of the Crown 
without a council. 

The Duchess of KENT, VICTORIA’S 
mother, was empowered to serve as 
Regent for the young Princess should 
her uncle, the Sailor King WILLIAM 
IV, die before she was 18, but that 
power of regency was not called into 
play. Nor was Queen Mary’s for the 
present Prince of Wales, who was a 
minor when his father became King. 
But the system works perfectly, and 
no longer is there the medieval fear 
that a Regent—as on several occa- 
sions in Europe—may seek to hold 
the throne for himself. England’s 
chief acquaintance with that coup 
d’état was when the Duke of GLOU- 
CESTER, after having himself ap- 
pointed Protector of the Realm on 
the death of his brother, EDWARD 
IV, succeeded his minor nephew, 
EDWARD V, after the suspiciously 
sudden death of that young prince, 
and took the throne as RICHARD III. 

British regencies have advanced 
until they are legal and official, and 
not politically significant at all. 
Their chief inheritance from the past 
is the sustained provision. that no 
Regent may be a member of the 
Roman Catholic faith. 











FARM RELIEF AND TARIFF 
REVISION. 


Today Senator McNary will intro- 
duce the McNary-Haugen bill, rear- 
ranged, redecorated, with alterations 
to suit the tenant. There is scant 
expectation that a farm relief meas- 
ure will be passed at this session.

BROADWAY TO HOLLYWOOD. 


Something like. panic has struck 
the actor colony of Hollywood since 
the talking films became. popular. If 
the beautiful blondes could only 
speak intelligibly and in agreeable 
voices, they would not be so wor- 
ried, and some of the more ambi- 
tious are frantically at work. study- 
ing under’ elocution teachers. Film 
people were not greatly frightened 
when the first talking pictures were 
shown, because they were so defec- 
tive technically that it seemed that 
it would be a long time before satis- 
factory synchronization and tone 
quality would be achieved. There 
is still complaint from’ people who 
are attending “talkies” for the first 
time, but audiences which have been 
following them for six months .see 
an enormous improvement. There 
can be no question of their increas- 
ing importance in the world of. the- 
atrical entertainment. 

Both in New York and in small 
towns all over the country figures 
show that “talkies” are more wel- 
come than silent movies, Here we 
have three large houses showing 
talking pictures of - melodramas 
twice a day at $2. They are doing 
a tremendous business, which a 
number of the straight movie houses 
are not. “Interference,” with dia- 
logue, is doing capacity business. 
“Jimmy Valentine” makes more 
money because’ it is housed in a 
larger theatre. ‘“‘ The Singing Fool” 
is grossing $40,000 weekly. This 
sound-movie is being put into thea- 
tres equipped for its presentation in 
other cities, and it evidently draws 
patronage from its movie-vaudeville 
competitors. In Topeka, for ex- 
ample, it broke all theatrical finan- 
cial records last week. 

To make talking pictures directors 
have to get better material of every 
sort than they have used in movies. 
Stories are no longer being fitted 
to stars. A report from Hollywood 
says that one of the most prominent 
film companies will release about half 
of its present players when their 
contracts-expire.. Meantime they will 
not be allowed to work unless they 
develop talent. for. delivering their 
lines. Many stage players who have | 
refused. to act. in the ‘movies, or 
whose work was not suited to their 
peculiar’ needs, are becoming inter- 
ested in the new enterprise, Not 
only the salaries but also the wider 
opportunities appeal:to actors of su- 
perior ability. Some theatrical pro- 
ducers here have professed a fear 
that the departure of their best per- 
formers. and .the .success..of..the 
“talkies” will mean ruin for the 
legitimate drama. We do not be- 
lieve that Broadway will be de- 
stroyed in any such way, but the 
shift of talent miay mean’the salva- 
tion of the movies.

To make it pay 
for-itself in the allotted fifty years 
the entire cost of the canal designed 
to bring water to the Imperial Val- 
ley, and “all or a part of the cost 
“properly chargeable to flood pro- 
* tection,” would have to be met. in 
some other way. 

It will be interesting to see how 
Senator JOHNSON deals with this 
finding, which is a body blow at his 
bill in its present form. The Senator 
from California and his friends have 
made the Senate Chamber ring with 
their assurances that the dam would 
not. cost. the government a cent. 
The whole theory of the bill has 
been that the harnessing of the 
Colorado is essentially a matter of 
flood control, and so properly a Fed- 
eral function, and that power devel- 
opment.is merely an incident. Critics 
of the bill have contended that its 
real objective was cheap power for 
Southern California cities. Many of 
them did not object to power devel- 
opment as an incident of flood con- 
trol, but they did not want to see 
the tail wag the dog. The board of 
review apparently thinks that the 
only way to make the tail wag at 
all is to cut off the dog altogether.

Officials of New York Central and

Interests affiliated with both the 
railroad and banking fields have" ac-

companies and may link them into a 
$200,000,000 structure, it was learned 
yesterday: The companies are. the 
Adams Express Company, American 
Express Company and American 
Railway Express Company. Within 
a year their stocks have tripled in 
value and now have an open market 
‘value of about $150,000,000. 

What these interests will do with 
the companies has been indicated by 
recent developments in the negotia- 
tions of the railroads to uire the 
opens of the American Railway 

press Company. That Sry ae 
organize a gigantic motor ight 
service was made clear terday in 
a statement by W. B. Storey, presi- 
dent of the Atchison, Topeka & San- 
ta Fé Railway and chairman of the 
uniform express contract committee 
of the Association of American Rail 
way Executives, 


May Begin Container-Car Service. 


The interests now represented on 
all three express company boards also 
may begin a container-car service 
such as was developed by the New 
York Central Railroad and which 
has since been adopted ‘by the Penn- 
sylvania and the Missouri Pacific. 

Mr. Storey in his statement pro- 
vided an explanation for the current 
high price of American Railway Ex- 
press stock. Although the price the 
railways would pay for the property 
of that express company under their 


contract would avera Tess than 
$110 a share, the stock’ sells above 
$140. Asked whether other factors 
besides the. property. itself were in- 
volved in e@ negotiations, Mr. 
Storey disclosed that the charter of 
the company was for sale. 

"The. value of the property was 
fixed by contract at cost less depre- 
ciation,’’ said Mr. Storey. ‘‘Depreci- 
ation is a matter of accounting and 
is not under discussion. ‘The ques- 
tion of whether certain express prop- 
erty is on railroad property and 
therefore subject to the contract also 
has been discussed. The value ef 
a charter also is under considera- 

on.’’ 

Mr. Storey then added that the 
charter could be used as the basis 
of a trucking business and he ad- 
mitted it could posaibiy be used for 
a container car business. 

The American ,.Railway .Express 
Company was chartered in Delaware 
in 1918 at the instigation of the rail- 
road administration. It merged the 
railroad services of the Adams, Amer- 
ican Express and other express com- 
panies at a time when they were.in 
straitened circumstances. Under the 
transportation act of.1920-the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission author. 
ized the company to continue in busi- 
ness. This gave it a monopoly.of the 
country’s express business and its 
name and good-will are of great 
value. 

The interests that dominate the 
Adams Express Company and Amer- 
ican Express Company control the 
American Railway press Company 
through holdings of more than 60 per 
cent of its stock.

Lon- 
don has continued to lend large 
amounts of capital through subscrip- 
tion to German loans; Berlin has bid 
for more with its.7 per cent money 
rate, while London’s discount mar- 
ket has remained below 4%, and the 
Bank of England, which has no 
such line of defense as the French 
Bank’s billion. dollars of. .foreign 
credit balances, has had to surren- 
der gold. The London bank gave 
up $1,500,000 more yesterday, mak- 
ing about $6,000,000 paid out since 
last week’s bank return, and all of 
it seems to have moved to Germany.
